An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1 .3 12.

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 11-15 have been cancelled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims disclose a 
method for cutting of a piece of elongated web wherein a gripper is displaced in order to pull the 
web through open upstream and downstream clamp parts, then the upstream clamp parts are 
closed on the web and the web is cut upstream of these clamp parts, after which the gripper is 
displaced upstream again in order to create a dependent loop which is then clamped by the 
downstream clamp parts wherein the lower clamp of the downstream clamp part moves 
simultaneously upstream and upward, then the loop is transported horizontally. Reinders 
(6,601,489) teaches cutting a web comprising the sequential steps of feeding a web coming from 
a supply roll, the web being pulled between two sets of clamp parts, clamping the clamp parts, 
then cutting the web which has a dependent loop, and finally transporting the loop horizontally, 
but does not teach clamping the upstream clamp parts, cutting through the web, then moving the 
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gripper upstream to form the loop, then closing the downstream clamps via the lower 
downstream clamp moving upstream and upward simultaneously before transporting the loop 
horizontally. Burton et al (4,271,767) teaches cutting a web comprising the sequential steps of 
feeding a web coming from a supply roll, the web being pulled between two sets of clamp parts, 
clamping the clamp parts, then cutting the web which has a dependent loop, and finally 
transporting the loop horizontally, but does not teach clamping the upstream clamp parts, cutting 
through the web, then moving the gripper upstream to form the loop, then closing the 
downstream clamps via the lower downstream clamp moving upstream and upward 
simultaneously before transporting the loop horizontally. It would not have been obvious to 
combine the references with other prior art teachings in order to meet the claim limitations.
